the capitol, which is the lobby of the capitol facing the
county of Los Alamos; and

WHEREAS, the donated plaque would be inscribed
substantially as follows:

"Dedicated to the People of the State of New Mexico

When the Cerro Grande Fire roared out of the mountains and
attacked Los Alamos in the year 2000, you — our neighbors —
helped us. You sent firefighters, police, National Guard
members and assistance of every kind. When our entire county
was evacuated, you took us into your homes, made space for us
in your schools and businesses, and even sent in teams to
search for our pets. When the fire was over and many of us
found that our homes were gone or heavily damaged, you provided
clothing, blankets and sympathy. Bless you! We will never
forget your kindness.
